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Examiner reponds that, the claim language never specifically mentions if the security control plane is specifically coupled to all layers of 
OSI model. Applicant claims "... a security control plane formed using information from each of said plurality of communication layers ..." 
As shown in Figure 1 , Preston discloses the application layers of the sending and receiving nodes. At the sending node, the application 
generates messages that pass through different layers of OSI model using information from each of the communication layers (i.e., 
protocols of each layers) before it gets transmitted using one of several widely available communication protocols such as ACP, WAP, 
TCP, UDP, SMS, and others. At the receiving end, the message passed through different layers of the OSI model using information from 
each of the communication layers (i.e., protocols of each layers) before it gets to its destination at the application layer of the receiving 
node (Page 3-4, 0035-0039). 
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
